ACADEMY  OPENS  WITH  CAPACITY 
ENROLLMENT 


Four  new  masters  have  joined  the  faculty 
for  the  coming  year. 

Mr.  John  S.  Wurts,  Jr.,  is  teaching  me- 
chanical drawing  and  navigation.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  the  Moore  School  of  Electrical 
Engineering  at  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  also  has  had  training  in  aircraft 
and  radio.  Before  coming  to  Governor  Dum- 
mer,  he  was  attached  to  the  Pan  American 
Division  of  the  Ferry  Command  in  Africa. 
Mr.  Wurts  lives  on  the  second  floor  of 
Moody. 

Mr.  Manford  S.  Palmer  teaches  chemistry 
and  physics.  He  graduated  from  Bates  Col- 
lege in  1928  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science.  In  1930  he  received  his  M.S.  degree 
from  New  York  University.  Previously,  Mr. 
Palmer  taught  science  courses  at  the  Win- 
chester High  School. 

Mr.  William  D.  Sprague  is  actually  not  a 
new  master  since  he  previously  taught  at 
Governor  Dummer  from  1896  to  1901.  Mr. 
Sprague  was  headmaster  at  the  Academy 
from  1904  to  1906.  He  is  a  graduate  with  the 
class  of  1894  of  Harvard  College  where  he 
later  completed  one  year  of  graduate  work. 
After  serving  as  principal  of  several  high 
schools,  he  became  principal  in  1918  of  Mel- 
rose High  School  where  he  remained  for 
twenty-four  years  until  his  retirement  in 
1942.  Mr.  Sprague  teaches  Algebra,  Ge- 
ometry, and  English  5. 

Mr.  Charles  T.  Demarest  replaces  Mr. 
George  Calt  who  served  on  the  faculty  the 
first  part  of  this  year.  Mr.  Calt,  a  graduate 
of  Harvard,  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  first 
month  of  school  owing  to  ill  health.  Mr. 
Demarest  is  a  graduate  of  Bates  College, 
where  he  received  his  BA.  degree  in  1932. 
He  also  attended  Middlebury  and  Colum- 
bia, receiving  his  MA.  from  the  latter.  Mr. 
Demarest  teaches  German,  French,  and 
English  and  is  living  in  Perkins. 

In  addition  to  their  teaching  and  dormi- 
tory duties  this  fall  Mr.  Demarest  and  Mr. 
Wurts  are  supervising  the  work  squads  and 
Mr.  Palmer  is  assisting  with  the  coaching  of 
the  football  team. 


Governor  Dummer  opened  its  181st  year 
on  September  fifteenth  with  an  enrollment 
of  148  boys,  filling  every  available  space  in 
school.  During  the  first  week,  the  school  was 
so  crowded  that  four  boys  had  to  live  in  the 
guest  rooms  in  the  Mansion  House,  until 
room  could  be  made  for  them  in  the  dormi- 
tories. 

Approximately  two-thirds  of  this  year's 
student  body  live  outside  Massachusetts, 
with  Maine  and  New  York  each  contribut- 
ing 15  boys.  There  are  5  boys  from  New 
Hampshire,  2  from  Rhode  Island,  and  one 
each  from  Connecticut  and  Vermont.  Out- 
side New  England,  Michigan  is  the  home 
state  of  4  boys,  as  is  Pennsylvania,  followed 
by  Ohio  with  3,  while  Kentucky,  New 
Jersey,  Illinois,  California,  Tennessee,  Okla- 
homa, Virginia,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
Florida,  the  Canal  Zone,  Columbia,  and 
Cuba  are  represented  by  at  least  one  boy 
each. 


1943  SENIORS  MAKE  FINE   RECORD 
IN  COLLEGE  BOARD  EXAMINATIONS 


Last  spring  29  Governor  Dummer  boys 
were  candidates  for  entrance  to  Harvard, 
Yale,  Princeton,  Amherst,  Williams  and 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology. 
These  29  boys  took  College  Board  examina- 
tions in  April,  1943.  Of  this  group  every  boy 
but  one  passed  the  tests  and  received  a 
letter  of  admission  to  the  college  of  his 
choice. 

Boys  were  advised  to  secure  their  college 
admissions  even  though  there  was  not  much 
likelihood  of  entering  this  year.  Admission 
to  college  obtained  now  may  be  important 
after  the  war  if  college  attendance  is  desired. 

Boys  who  were  candidates  for  Dartmouth, 
Bowdoin,  and  many  other  colleges  of  high 
standing  were  not  required  to  take  entrance 
examinations  but  were  accepted  on  the 
basis  of  their  school  records.

Mr.  Perkins  observed  that  we  do  not  live 
to  ourselves  and  that  our  deeds  must  in- 
fluence, and  be  influenced  by,  the  deeds  of 
those  with  whom  we  associate.  The  "give 
and  take"  of  life  gradually  settles  men  into 
their  proper  places  and  the  better  fits  them 
to  do  their  work  well.  He  illustrated  the 
latter  principle  by  Kipling's  "The  Ship  That 
Found  Itself." 

Mr.  Anderson  emphasized  the  thought 
that  duty  and  obligation  should  be  positive 
rather  than  negative  factors  in  life;  that 
people  tend  to  resent  these  two  words  be- 
cause they  imply  negation  and  prohibitions. 
They  should  serve  as  challenges  to  us  rather 
than  create  antagonisms  in  our  minds. 


Mr.  Cadigan  used  as  his  text  "and  Jesus 
took  a  little  child  and  sat  him  in  the  midst 
of  them."  He  pointed  out  that  adults  have 
many  things  to  learn  from  little  children 
and  that  there  is  greatness  in  the  simple 
things.  He  spoke  particularly  of  the  life  of 
St.  Francis  as  an  example  of  a  man  who  real- 
ly lived  as  people  thought  he  did. 


Mr.  Merrill  described  the  value  of  the 
dreamer  to  the  world,  citing  Columbus  and 
the  Wright  brothers  as  dreamers  who  also 
had  the  techinque  of  carrying  out  their 
dreams.  He  stressed  the  fact  that  today  we 
need  individuals  who  have  the  dream  of  be- 
ing good  men  and  good  guides  to  mankind. 


Mr.  Hitchen  expressed  the  belief  that  the 
most  dangerous  and  destructive  element  in 
our  life  today  is  strength  which  is  mis- 
directed or  badly  used.  He  said  that  the 
world  will  be  at  the  feet  of  the  United 
nations  when  those  nations  take  up  a  pro- 
gram of  government  of,  by,  and  for  the 
people,  but  that  until  such  a  feeling  is  in  the 
souls  of  individuals,  it  cannot  be  in  nations. 


Mr.  Mark  said  that  the  great  need  of  in- 
dividuals at  the  present  time  is  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  art  of  self  managment.  In  order 
to  develop  this  ability,  we  must  keep  our- 
selves physically  fit,  we  must  have  strength 
of  mind,  and  we  must  have  fortitude  of  soul. 
He  closed  his  talk  with  the  thought  that  we 
live  greatly  only  when  we  live  deeply.

THE  WORK  PROGRAM 


A  great  deal  of  interest  has  been  shown  in 
the  new  chart  which  Mr.  Barry  has  installed 
in  the  Xew  Building. 

This  chart,  although  an  innovation,  is 
merely  an  aid  to  an  already  tried  and  proven 
program.  It  consists  of  a  roster  of  every  boy 
in  school  and  a  system  of  marking  the  jobs 
which  he  has.  Each  job  is  designated  by  a 
colored  button  placed  after  the  boy's  name. 

The  chart  also  provides  a  means  by  which 
a  check  can  be  kept  on  the  number  of  times 
each  student  has  been  on  the  work  squad. 
Each  day  ten  boys  are  taken  from  one  of  the 
athletic  squads  and  assigned  to  some  special 
work  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Demarest. 
Whenever  a  student  is  selected  for  this 
group  a  red  button  is  placed  after  his  name. 
In  this  way,  it  is  assured  that  no  one  boy 
will  spend  more  time  on  the  work  squad 
than  another. 

Each  boy  in  school  takes  his  turn  waiting 
on  table  and  each  boy  works  for  twenty 
minutes  after  breakfast  each  morning  clean- 
ing his  room  and  taking  his  share  of  dormi- 
tory work.  In  addition  small  groups  of  boys 


have  assumed  special  jobs,  which  include 
the  setting  up  and  taking  down  of  chairs 
at  school  meetings,  vespers,  and  movies, 
working  in  the  store  and  post  office,  mimeo- 
graphing, turning  off  lights  during  movies 
and  vespers  and  daily  at  6  P.  M  and  10:15 
P.  M..  working  in  the  school  office,  doing 
infirmary  errands,  buffing  floors,  cleaning 
the  Xew  Building  and  the  gymnasium,  act- 
ing as  headwaiters  and  working  in  the 
kitchen.  The  work  in  the  kitchen  and  as 
headwaiters  does  not  rotate,  but  is  done  by 
twelve  boys  who  are  to  continue  it  through- 
out the  year.  These  boys  are  Spaulding  Bis- 
bee.  Bernard  Holdsworth  Frederick  John- 
son. Steven  Kauffman.  Y\  ilson  Kent.  Francis 
Martin.  William  McKenna,  Allan  Parker. 
Levitt  Storer.  James  \\  augh.  Samuel  Y\  augh 
and  Botsford  1  oung. 

The  regular  afternoon  work  squad,  which 
this  year  is  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Y\  urts. 
is  carrying  on  essentially  the  same  program 
as  last  year.  The  boys  have  cut  wood, 
cleared  the  grass  from  the  athletic  field, 
raked  leaves,  mowed  lawns,  edged  the  walks. 
scraped  the  tennis  courts,  and  in  many  other 
ways  contributed  to  the  upkeep  of  the  build- 
ings and  campus. 
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A  LETTER  FROM  NORTH  AFRICA 


The  Archon  has  requested  permission  to  print  below  one  of  the  most  remarkable  of  the  many 
letters  which  Mr.  Eames  has  received  from  alumni  on  the  fighting  fronts.  This  letter  was  written 
b\  Bill  Davison,  English  exchange  student  at  Governor  Dummer  in  1940  41.  Davison  is  now  a 
lieutenant  in  the  British  infantry. 


"247001  Lieut.  W.  A.  Davison 
"A  Coy,  2nd  Bn, 
"The  Sherwood  Foresters 
"British  North  African  Forces 

"25th  April. 

"Dear  Mr.  and  Airs.  Eames, 

"I  am  sitting  at  an  Italian  table  using  a 
German  pen  and  ink  and  looking  at  the 
"A'lare  Nostrum,  '  which  incidentally  is  ours 
too  now!  The  war  for  Tunisia  is  over  and 
we  have  over  3^  of  a  million  prisoners.  It's 
been  a  great  victory  and  we  are  all  very 
satisfied.  Now  we  enjoy  the  results  of  our 
labours,  a  daily  swim  in  the  very  deep  blue 
Mediterranean,  as  we  prepare  for  the  next 
venture. 

"I  have  seen  pretty  much  of  North  Africa 
&  I've  dug  plenty  of  hcles  in  its  earth.  Its 
cities  are  dirty,  its  climate  too  extreme  and 
as  far  as  I  am  personally  concerned,  you  can 
have  it.  Tunis  was  a  thrill,  which  soon  wore 
off.  The  town  was  hardly  touched,  but  the 
docks  had  been  bombed  to  shreds.  The 
Germans  had  looted  everything  &  sent  it 
back  home,  furniture,  food  &  childrens' 
clothes  There  is  very  little  food  and  not 
an  overabundance  of  wine.  The  people  are 
glad  to  see  us  on  the  whole  but  there  is  a 
large  Italian  section  of  the  population  who 
do  not  favour  an  Allied  victory  at  all,  and  a 
lot  of  Arabs  (Wogs)  who  backed  the  wrong 
horse.  They  are  very  discomfited. 

"I  personally  came  through  unscathed, 
though  through  no  lack  of  trying,  &  I  must 
say  I  am  a  lucky  person.  I  have  learned 
more  these  last  4  months  than  I  ever  read  in 
books.  I  have  learned  that  man  can  kill 
without  qualms  and  that  warfare  is  more 
frightening  than  anything  I  have  ever  come 
up  against.  I  have  seen  things  which  left  me 
unmoved  at  the  time,  but  which  I  cannot 
bear  to  think  of  now.  And  I  have  found  a 
religion,  which  I  had  no  idea  was  in  me.  The 
surprising  thing  about  man  is  that  he  is  at 
his  finest  when  conditions  around  him  are  at 
their  worst.  When  the  men  had  no  blankets 
or    coats,    they    shivered    quite    cheerfully. 


When  there  was  no  food  they  joked  about 
rump  steak  and  chips,  &  when  the  watercart 
failed  to  turn  up  they  put  up  with  the  heat 
and  thirst.  When  the  shellfire  was  worst 
they  either  joked  &  laughed  in  rather  a  forced 
manner  or  prayed  silently.  And  at  these 
times  one  saw  a  deeper  comradeship,  a 
selflessness  unparalleled.  Man  was  nearer 
to  God  than  he  ever  was,  and  Christian 
goodness  became  deeds  and  not  mere  words. 

"I  have  always  scorned  preachers  who 
talked  about  the  grandeur  of  sacrifice.  But 
suffering  produces  the  splendid  in  a  man. 
As  one  padre  expressed  it,  "We  were  ham- 
mered on  the  anvil  of  experience  and  emerged 
truly  tempered  steel."  ■  By  heaven  it  was 
true.  But  it  seems  such  an  expensive  way  to 
get  the  best  out  of  man.  I  lack  sufficient 
faith  to  see  any  purpose  to  it,  for  I  cannot 
reconcile  myself  to  the  futility  of  it  all. 

"The  flow  of  prisoners  was  most  hearten- 
ing, a  most  satisfying  sight  after  weeks  of 
torment  in  these  'bluepencilled'  hills.  One 
thing  did  touch  me — a  letter  from  a  girl  to 
her  boyfriend.  They  were  going  to  get  mar- 
ried on  their  next  leave.  He  was  a  lance- 
corporal.  I  buried  him.  I  would  like  to  meet 
that  girl  &  give  her  this  letter.  I  felt  very 
sorry  for  her.  It's  hard  to  realize  that  her 
fiance,  who  had  the  same  hopes  &  fears  & 
longings  as  we  all  did,  might  have  been  the 
one  who  put  a  booby  trap  under  the  dead 
body  of  one  of  my  friends  It's  a  queer, 
crazy  tangle  is  humanity  &  the  more  you 
reason  it  out,  the  more  muddled  you  get. 
When  a  soldier  starts  trying  to  find  out  why 
he's  fighting,  he  loses  efficiency  as  a  soldier. 
'Theirs  is  not  to  reason  why,  Theirs  is  but 
to  do  &  die  '  Probably  the  truest  words  ever 
written 

"One  of  the  worst  things  out  here  was  the 
behaviour  of  the  Arabs  They  used  to  tempt 
the  British  and  American  prisoners  of  war 
in  their  cages  with  mugs  of  water  &  would 
sell  them  on  a  hot  day  for  no  less  than  300 
francs,  about  $6!!  A  loaf  of  bread  fetched  $8. 
I  should  like  to  shoot  the  whole  lot  of  them. 

"I  must  say  I  enjoy  receiving  your  circular 
(letter)  and  I  did  find  that  letter  describing 
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the  difficulties  in  Guadalcanal.  My  deepest 
sympathy  to  the  writer. 

"I  must  apologize  to  all  the  G.D.A  boys 
to  whom  I  promised  I  would  write,  but 
honestly  we  have  been  so  busy  fighting  this 
campaign  that  my  outgoing  mail  bag  has 
dwindled  to  nothing.  (My  incoming  one 
isn't  much  bigger  ) 

"I  am  now  allowed  to  tell  you  where  I 
have  been  You  may  have  heard  of  some  of 
the  place  names.  I  landed  at  Algiers,  stayed 
a  few  days  on  Bone  From  there  I  was  con- 
tinuously in  the  line  for  over  2  months  near 
Munchar,  Sidi  Noir,  Sidi  Naceur,  Thala, 
Sbiba  in  the  Kasserine,  when  we  helped 
some  of  your  lads  out,  back  to  Munchar, 
Medjezel  Bab,  Goubellat,  Terbourba,  Tunis, 
and  finally  Cape  Bon.  A  pretty  exhaustive 
round  tour.  Most  of  the  scraps  for  hills  in 
which  I  was  involved  were  never  mentioned. 
Hills  are  called  by  their  height  in  metres — 
380,  131,  174,  etc.  except  a  few  like  Long 
stop,  Green  Hill,  Grenadier  Hill.  When  you 
were  told  that  beyond  slight  patrol  activity 
there  is  little  to  report,  we  were  very  active. 
In  fact,  patrolling  is  the  hardest  of  them  all. 

"There  is  one  curious  coincidence.  W  e 
started  the  attack  at  Easter  &  it  lasted 
throughout  Lent.  And  I  can  tell  you,  every 
hill  was  a  Calvary. 

"Well  I  have  given  you  a  pretty  detailed 
description.  I  cannot  do  more  because  the 
rest  I  wish  to  forget.  All  I  hope  is  that  our 
experience  will  suffice  to  make  people  realize 
that  the  quicker  they  all  get  together  to 
stop  these  futile  wars,  and  instead  devote 
all  their  energies  to  creating,  rather  than 
destroying,  the  better  it  will  be  for  all  of  us. 

"It  is  now  May,  by  the  time  you  get  this 
you  will  have  had  June  fete  &  Alumni  Day. 
I  hope  that  the  Summer  vacation  was  fully 
appreciated — I'd  give  anything  for  another 
year  in  the  United  States,  like  the  last  one. 
That  was  an  extraordinary  12  months  for 
me  &  fortunately  I  was  able  to  appreciate 
my  own  good  luck.  But  I  look  back  on  a  lot 
of  very  ordinary  things  that  I  have  done, 
everyday  simple  events  which  I  did  not 
appreciate  at  the  time  as  fully  as  I  might 
have  done.  What  I  wouldn't  give  for  those 
opportunities.  That's  why  I  think  everyone 
should  take  stock  of  themselves  and  made  a 
few  comparisons,  to  enable  them  to  ap- 
preciate their  own  good  fortune.  We  have  all 
made  so  many  good  resolutions  whilst  we've 
been  out  here.  If  we  keep  half  of  them  this 
world  will  be  peopled  by  some  vastly 
improved  folks. 

"Well  that's  all  for  now.  Give  my  regards 


to  my  many  good  friends  at  G.D.A.   &  in 
Newburyport.

At  the  rally  preceding  the  Thayer  football 
game,  Charlie  Somerby,  loyal  and  devoted 
member  of  the  Class  of  1913  at  Governor 
Dummer,  was  the  principal  speaker.  He  re- 
called his  own  days  at  the  Academy  with 
Benjamin  Pearson  '16  and  Frank  Hale  '16, 
whose  two  sons  are  now  playing  on  the 
school  eleven.
